The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  held  on  the  9th  of  May,  1975 
were  adopted  and  approved  as  printed  and  circulated. 


EDITOR IA  L  REPOR  TS 


General  Series: 

Dr.  J.  Keith  Johnson,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:— 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  Volume  I  of  Lafitau,  Moeurs  Des  Sauvages 
Americaines  has  been  printed  and  distributed.  The  proofs  of  Volume  II  are 
presently  being  corrected  by  Dr.  Cross  and  the  index,  to  both  volumes,  is 
now  being  prepared  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Fenton. 


Volume  V  of  The  Diary  of  Simeon  Perkins  is  also  being  printed,  though 
no  proofs  have  yet  been  received.  The  text  of  The  Correspondence  Of  Lord 
Minto,  Volume  I,  was  received  from  the  volume  editors,  Professors  Saywell 
and  Stevens  in  December  of  last  year.  The  manuscript  of  The  Papers  Of 
The  Glasgow  Colonial  Society  is  nearly  completed  and  should  be  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  volume  editor,  Dr.  Beth  McDougall  in  September,  1976. 

Three  new  projects  received  formal  approval  from  the  Council  during 
the  past  year,  a  two-volume  edition  of  The  Journals  of  Alexander  Henry 
the  Younger,  to  be  prepared  by  Dr.  Barry  Gough;  the  Survey  Journals 
1829-1850  of  Admiral  Bayfield  with  Ruth  McKenzie  as  Editor;  the  Yar¬ 
mouth  Congregational  Church  Records  together  with  the  Journal  of  the 
Rev.  Henry  Alline  relating  to  the  great  revival  of  Church  awakening  in 
Nova  Scotia  in  the  late  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries. 

Relations  with  the  printing  firm  of  Robert  MacLehose  &  Co.  Ltd.  have 
been  generally  satisfactory  in  the  past  year.  Mr.  William  Bryson,  the  firm’s 
representative  with  whom  the  editor  has  been  in  frequent  contact,  has 
been  most  co-operative  and  efficient.  In  this  regard  Dr.  Zaslow’s  visit  to 
the  firm,  and  his  subsequent  report,  have  played  a  valuable  part.  Nonethe¬ 
less,  the  most  recent  estimate  of  printing  costs  received  from  MacLehose 
(for  Simeon  Perkins,  Volume  V)  appears  to  offer  very  little,  if  any,  advan¬ 
tage  in  comparison  with  current  Canadian  prices.  The  editor,  with  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  the  Publications  Committee,  therefore  recommends  that  the  next 
of  the  Society’s  volumes  be  submitted  for  estimates  both  to  MacLehose  and 
to  one  or  more  Canadian  printers  and  that  a  careful  comparison  of  cost 
and  quality  of  production  then  be  made. 

The  new  Publications  Committee  of  the  Society  which  began  operation 
in  the  Fall  of  1975  has  proved  a  very  useful  body  for  dealing  with  current 
business,  in  a  preliminary  way,  between  and  prior  to  meetings  of  Council. 


Ontario  Series: 


Professor  Wm.  Ormsby,  the  Ontario  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:  — 

The  tenth  volume  in  the  Ontario  Series,  Ontario  And  The  First  World 
War  edited  by  Barbara  Wilson,  is  now  at  the  University  of  Toronto  Press 
and  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  the  spring  of  1977.  Work  is  well 
advanced  on  Alan  Douglas’s  volume,  Col.  John  Prince,  and  I  do  not 
contemplate  any  problems  publishing  it  on  schedule.  The  tentative  publi¬ 
cation  schedule  for  the  Series  is  as  follows: 

1977  Ontario  and  the  First  World  War  (Barbara  Wilson) 

1979  Colonel  John  Prince  (Alan  Douglas) 

1981  Ontario  During  the  French  Regime  (Cornelius  Jaenen) 

1 983  London,  1791-1 848 (Daniel  Brock) 

1985  Upper  Canada  Debates  (S.F.  Wise) 

As  this  schedule  reveals,  I  have  endeavoured  to  maintain  the  combination 
of  regional  and  topic  volumes  that  characterized  the  Series  when  I  took  it 
over  from  Miss  Firth.  In  keeping  with  this  principle,  the  Publications 
Committee  has  been  examining  James  Reaney’s  proposal  for  a  volume  on 
the  Donnellys  and  also  considering  possible  editors  for  volumes  on  the 
Niagara  Peninsula  and  the  Upper  Ottawa  Valley.
